UPSET THE DEAD. 

A Terrific Shower of Hail Pellets ! 
at St. Louis. 

IIor*e» Attache, I t« a Hearn* Frightened 

by the Horn bard meat — -Tl»e t’orttn 
llelng Dumped In a Gutter. 

A terrific hail-storm rv.-o]>t over St. 
Louis. For ton minutes the hail fell in 
a steady pour, succeeded by a light fall 
of snow and a heavy rain. As the hail 
pellets froze they fell in stones of gradu- 
ally Increasing size, until great frozen 
chunks, weighing as high as an ounco 
and a quarter and measuring tlireo inch- 
es in diameter, were dasfced to tho 
earth. The din and uproar were some- 
thing frightful. Horses struck by these 
icy missiles became frantic, and numer- 
ous runaways were reported. A funeral 
cortege was caught in tho storm, and 
horses attached to the hearse and two 
carriages became frightened and dashed 
up the street. Tho hearse was upset 
and the coffin spilled out Into the gut- 
ter. which was flooded with water. 
Great damage was wrought so the plate 
glass of the city, and several retail deal- 
ers report their stock heavily injuretL 
There was a good-sized scare at 1 ’arnum 
and Bailey’s Circus, where a large audi- 
ence was in attendance^ ami it looked 
for a while a- if the iratn-nso canvas 
tents would collapse. No fatalities have 
been reported. 

FARMERS’ POWER. 

The Ceorjjin AHL«ii«*« » Prominent Fnetor 
In the Stole Pnlltlo*. 

Colonel J. AY. Avery, private secretary 
to Senator Brown, of Georgia, has jnst 
returned to Washington after a long 
visit to Atlanta. Speaking of the 
present political situation in Georgia, 
he said: “The Farmers’ Alliance is 

a most powerful organization in our 
State. 'lbc Bemoc atie party num- 
bers about. 150,000 voters in Georgia, 
and the Alliance has 100,000 members. 
That means two-thirds as many as 
there are in the Democratic party aro 
members of the Alliance. That they 
mean to take a hand in politics is sa- 
iled. Tltoy will try to elect a Gov*in- 
or. capture tho Legislature ;,nd United 
States Senatorship. and elect at least 
three Congressmen. The State Conven- 
tion will be held early in August, and 
the degree of their success ir. that w ill 
probably determine their action in the 
Congressional Conventions which will 
follow later in the month.”

Tornado In Illinois. 

A tornado swept over DeWitt’Connty, 
111 . A school-house near Kirbock was 
demolished whilo school was In session. 
Five children were Injured, of whom it 
Is feared two will die. At Wapella. tho 
llliuois Central Depot and the Meth- 
odist Church were wrecked. A man 
named House, living near that town, 
was fatally hurt. Trees ami telegraph 
i poles were smashed in all directions. 
The barn on Mrs. Abbott’s farm, near 
Wapella, war; demolished and three 
horses killed. Considerable damage was 
done at Waynesville and Clinton. 

What It WlU Coat. 

The new pension bill from the ecn- 
j fcrence committee is very liberal in Its 
; provisions, though it ignores tho service 
j pension feature of the lloutc measure. 

The lowest estimate of the. sups added 
| i to the amounts already paid pensioners 
, ; is 8:10,000,000. The chances are that it 
will reach 850 , 000 , 000 . Tho ;jension ap- 
propriation for the next anneal bill will 
therefore not fall much if any short of 
8150 . 000 , 000 . This will conclude general 
pension legislation for this session, and 
no service pension bill will pass. 



CENSUS RULING. 

TTang^irlmti-fl. Polei imd Italians Can Not 
ll«» Enumerated hy Number. 

Mr. l’orter. Superintendent of the 
Census, has been informed hy Mr. Ash- 
ley, the Census Supervisor of tho First 
District of Pennsylvania, that his 
enumerators have notified him that 
Hungarians and Poles and many Ital- 
ians in Lackawanna, Luzerne and Car- 
bon Counties have refused to give any 
census information, oven to interpreters. 
Many of the men, ho says, are desig- 
nated by their employers by numbers, 
each man wearing his number on his 
person and answering to it. The 
Supervisor says that if so in- 1 

strncted he will direct his enume- 
rators to tako account of such 
employes by numbers, in this way se- 
curing nativity, age and occupation, 
which, in his opinion, would be letter 
than no information at all. In his re-, 
ply Superintendent Porter informs tho 
supervisor that it is impossible that the 
census office should help to perpetuate 
such a state of affairs as reported, when 
large numbers of laborers are treated 
more like beasts of burden than men, 
and known only hy numbers. Mr. Por- 
ter gives him positive instructions to 
employ a sufficient number of enumera- 
tors and interpreters to thoroughly can- 
vass these people and elicit from them 
tho information called for by the sched- 
ules.

By tho prompt and heroic work of 
thirty nuns in the Catholic Morey Hos- 
pital at Davenport, la., tho forty help- 
less pationts who were in tho institution 
were saved from a horrible death. Be- 
fore it was light ono of the sisters who 
was sleeping on tho fourth floor of the 
main building was awakened by smoke, 
and discovered a fire in the closet of her 
room. A general alarm was sounded, 
and the work of removing the helpless 
patients was begun and successfully ac- 
complished. One nun called Sister Mary 
Irene, and whose name was Ellen Mur- 
ray, perished.

Tarbell 
against the Pennsylvania Railroad Com- 
pany for 850,000 damages for the death 
of his wife and throe children, who wero 
passengers on the day express over tho 
Pennsylvania railroad, and were swept 
away in tho flood at Conemaugh and 
Johnstown on May 31 , 1889 , has ended. 
The jury found a verdict in favor of the 
railroad company. This case was the 
first of the suits for damages that grew 
out of that disastrous flood, and was 
therefore looked upon hy all as a test 
case.

STKANGE GATHERING. 

The Lame, Deaf and Blind, to 
tbe Number of Ton Thousand 



Assemble to llerelve Treatment From a 
1'rlest Cre«llteil With Possessing 
Miraculous Powers. 

At least 10,000 afflicted pooplo from all 
parts of the country gathered at Father 
Mollinger’s church, in Allegheny City, 
Pa., on the 13 th, to be healed and tako 
part in the celebration of St. Anthony's 
Day. It was a curious assemblage of 
the lame, deaf and blind, drawn to- 
gether by the reports of Father Mollin- 
ger’s miraculous cures. The afflicted 
began to arrive the day before, 
and at night five thousand were 
camped about the church, sleeping 
on floors, door steps, porches and tho 
ground. Tho services began at day- 
break. and were continued all day and 
until late in the evening. Thousands 
wero unable to gain admission to the 
church, and all dav they stood in the 
hot sun awaiting their tnrn to lie cured. 
Fatbor Molllngor is a physician as well 
as priest, and does not claim any mirac- 
ulous powers, but is a firm believer in 
faith coupled with works. IIo charges 
nothing for his prescriptions, but fsw 
loft without giving to the church from 
twenty-five cents to five dollars. 

WILL BOOM THE FOURTH. 

Additional Zcat Vo l»c Given to the Celebra- 
tion of Independence Day. 

The Sons of the American Revolution 
are preparing to celebrate tho Fourth of 
Jnly in all the States and Territories. 
The following letter has been addressed 
by William Seward Webb, the President 
General, to all tho presidents and offi- 
cers of State societies: “At a meeting 

of the board of mangers at tho National 
society. Sons of the American Revolu- 
tion, held in the office of tho President 
General on the 31 st day of May, 1890 , tho 
following resolutions were unanimously 
adopted: Resol rod, That tho National 

Society of the Sons of the American 
I Revolution recommend the several Stato 
societies to take such action for the cel- 
obrstion of the coming Fourth of July 
as shall best serve to perpetuate and in- 
crease the love of independence 
! throughout the nation, and that tho 
acting President General shall have 
the authority to tako such action as 
shall be desirable. Resolved, That 
tho National Society of the Sons of 
the American Revolution hereby re- 
quest that on the coming Fourth of 
July all bands of music throughout tho 
United States in parades, public assem- 
blies and all pinccs of amusement, shall 
confine themselves to playing our na- 
tional and patriotic airs. In compli- 
ance with tbe spirit and intention of 
tho above resolutions, I hereby recom- 
mend all State societies of tho Sons of 
the American Revolution within the 
limits of the United States to observe the 
4 th day of J tily, 1893 , bv appropriate dem- 
onstrations and exercises, and by pub- 
lic meetings, orations, music and poems, 
making especially prominent tbe acts 
and events which culminated in onr Na- 
tional Independence. Onr society Is an 
educator in patriotism, and its first 
duty is to impress upon the minds of 
our people that, in order to continue 
our Government in 'i-s integrity, Ameri- 
can institutions must be maintained in 
their simplicity ami rmritv.”

STORM AND FLOOD. 

I Tmiiffiiloiin Fall of Wat**r Tau*** Over- 
flow of New York Town*. 

A storm passed through Central New 
York and did great damage to crops, 
roads and bridges. At Norwich a largo 
portion of tho town was flooded, and tho 
water was several feet deep in a portion 
of the town that had never overflowed 
before. At Oneida tho entire eastern 
part of tho town was submerged, tho 
water being four feet deep on the first 
floors of residences. Tho Ontario and 
Western tracks for a distance of several 
miles were under water, and it Is report- 
ed that much of it is washed away, 
though that can not be decided 
till the water subsides. A large 
quantity of lumber was washed 

away, and people were obliged to leave 
their houses in boats. The damage will 
be very large. At Solsvilio in Madison 
County, a saw-mill, planing-mill, horse- 
barn and several ah“ds were washed 
away by the flood, as was also 20,000 
feet of lumber. The loss Is largo, as 
most of the buildings were nearly new 
and valuable. Tho Erie canal in sev- 
eral places overflowed its banks. Tho 
Central Hudson's tracks at West Rome • 
were badly submerged, causing a de- 
lay of some hours. Every town in tho 
central counties reports some damago 
from the storm.

Sales on our market for the week just 
closed amount to 2,q75hhds. with receipts 
for the same jieriod of 1 ,803 hhds. Sales 
on our market since January 1st, amount 
to 69,141 hhds. Sales of the crop of 18S9. 
on our market to this date, 37,996 hhds. 

The tobacco section of this State has 
been favored this week by good and gen- 
eral rains which has secured the planting 
of the greater part of the intended crop. 
The favorable weather conditions have 
not had the effect of checking the ad- 
vances in prices but has not had the effect 
of producing any material decline and has 
had no effect whatever upon the better 
grades of leaf. One hogshead of hurley 
sold on our market this week at $19.50 
per hundred.

Manufai-turorv who go to Congress for 
“protection" and get it are not sentimen- 
talists. They mean business. Their ob- 
ject is to increase their profits. By get- 
ting a high duty on imported articles such 
as they tbemselvs Jjiroduee they exclude 
foreign comjietition. Having done this 
they raise their jirices. As a rule they 
add the duty to tlie prii-e they would sell 
at if there were no tariff. If, for examjile, 
the juice of an nnproteced article in the 
home market is $5 per d< *en, the juice of 
the same article after a 50 jier cent, duty 
is insjwsed, will be $7.50 or more. It will 
be as much more as the jinifite of imjiort- 
ers and jobbers on the eomjieting foreign 
article amount to. This is the charm of 
protection in the eyes of the juactical 
protectionist, that it enables him to ad- 
vance his price, increase his profits and 
get a lug income on a small income in- 
verted, perhajis, in old and obsolete ma- 
chinery. To the masses of tlie jienple the 
system is objectionable for the very rea- 
son that its beneficiaries like it. They 
object, it is true, to an extensive enhance- 
ment of the cost of imjKirted articles, but 
they object a great deal more to the rigg- 
ing of the home market node jiossihle by 
the tariff, be en— c it effect* their jiockets 
a great deal more. For the custom-house 
is the least of tlie evils complained of. 
The tribute exacted by the factories is 
the greater harden. Some six or seven 
siollars, it is estimated, are lost by tlie 
peojde in the jiurchase of home-made 
wares at prices enhanced by the tariff 
for every dollar the government gets at 
the caatoui-h ouser- on imjiorted wares. In 
the year 1889 the revenue from customs 
that went to the treasury at Washing- 
ton was $223,832,741, but the revenue 
that went to juotected manufacturers in 
the shajie of excess of price due to the 
tariff rates was not less tlon $1,350,000,- 
000 . In the case of articles ujion which 
the tariff is low the juojujrtion of reve- 
nue obtained by the treasury would, of 
course la large, but where the tariff rate 
iehigb little will be imjiortfd, and the 
-yruterted manufacturer* will get almost 
the whole proceeds of the tariff tax.

chapter 756 of tin- acts of 1886-90.” The 
first section of the bill attended briefly to 
tlie wants of Beattyville. The 
ond even more briefly repealed 
Chapter 756 without giving a 

hint of what the chapter was about. 
Chapter 756 was Mr. McChord’s hill. 
Almost at the close of the session, Mr. 
Hill passed still another bill to amend the 
title of his act, fearing it would not be 
constitutional, and this too, lie got through 
without exciting suspicion. He kept his 
own council until the Li-gislatnre had ad- 
journed. The Democrats, however, claim 
that owing to a defect in the title of Mr. 
Hill’s hill, it is unconstitutional. Should 
it stand the tost it will invalidate a hill 
passed by Hon. li. H. Crosstield, by the 
provisions of which a new Mag- 
isterial district was funned for this county.

A Mysterious aail Ugly Killing. 

Patrick Costello shot and killed Capt. 
Brown under most |K-culiar circumstan- 
ces at Shanahan and McCarty’s camp on 
the it. N. I. A B., 21 miles east of Speed- 
well, in this county, Monday evening. 

Capt. Brown has for years been in 
cliarge of work for the Shanahan Com- 
pany. Costello’s mother has for some 
time been associated with the Com- 
pany’s work as hoarding-house keeper. 
Recently her son Patrick came to her 
house. Oil Sunday Capt. Brown sent 
Costello word to arm himself, for he 
meant to kill him. Costello secured a 
shot-gun, hut it was taken from him by 
his mother and sister, Miss Maggie Cos- 
tello. 

On Monday morning, Costello started 
for Irvine to swear out a peace warrant 
against Brown. On the way, he met 
Messrs. Shanahan and McCarty, and told 
them his mission. They informed him 
that he would have to go to Richmond 
for a warrant, and accordingly he came 
here and secured the same. It was 
placed in the hamls of Constable I*. B. 
Broaddus, who set out at once for the 
camp, aeeom[>anied by Costello. Reach- 
ing the camp alsiut 6:30 o’clock, they 
entered the Commissar*-, and Costello 
jiointed out Brown sitting on the oppo- 
site side of the room. Broaddus had 
asked this much of Costello, but no 
more*. 

Broaddus approached Brown and 
made known his mission. At this mo- 
ment Costello drew his pistol, pointed 
it at Brown, and ordered him to tb row- 
up liis hamls. Broaddus ordered Cos- 
tello to leave, or he would arrest him. 
He would have done so at once, but bad 
been told that Brown was a dangerous 
and violent man, and be thought it liest 
to secure Brown and then Costello. The 
latter turned away and Broaddus pro- 
ceeded to search Brown, who proved to 
lie unarmed. At this moment Costello 
accosted a bystander and with pistol in 
hand, drove him from the room. Broad- 
dus called to other bystanders saying 
if they did not quiet Costello he would 
put the hand-cufls on him. He then 
told Brown to hold out his hands and he 
would put the irons on him. Brown, 
without a word, reached forward his 
hands, and as Broaddus was about to 
put on the irons, Costello came up be- 
hind Broaddus, and tired over bis should- 
er, shooting Brown through the neck. 
The flash from the pistol burned Broad- 
dus’ face. He turned suddenly on Cos- 
tello, disarmed and hand-cuffed him. In 
the meantime Capt Brown walked 
into the yard and fell dead. Costello 
exclaimed at the ^moment that he did 
not intend to shoot — that it was an ai*ci- 
dent. Mr. McCarty apjieared and assist- 
ed in hurrying Costello away, lest he be 
mobbed. 

Costello was brought to Richmond and 
lodged in jail. He is a native of Park- 
ersburg, W. Va, but has, of late lived at 
Wellston, Ohio. He is a pleasant, timid 
looking man, about 35 years old, and 
says he had never had any trouble with 
Brown, and does not know why Brown 
threatened to kill him. 

Capt. Brown is from Virginia, has for 
ten years been with the company above 
mentioned, and they considered him one 
of the best men they ever had. The 
remains w ere taken to Winchester yes- 
terday for burial, which place he had 
for several years considered his home. 

It is believed that Brown was in love 
with Miss Costello, and that he thought 
her brother was opposed to their mar- 
riage.

Tlie Dunkards have just closed a love 
feast at Rehrsburg, Pa. There were thous- 
ands of people in attendance ; nearly all 
were Dunkards. The solid farmers were 
attired in the ancient dress peculiar to 
their faith, and hundreds of women and 
children made the occasion, before the 
opening of the meeting, a lively one. The 
meeting house is just as peculiar as the 
religion and people. The floor slojies 
from both ends to the center. This makes 
it jiossible to look over the heads of tlnise 
seated in the central portion of the church. 
On the second floor are two large rooms, 
these were occupied at night by the 
brothers and sisters who came from a dis- 
tance. One room was occupied by the 
men the other by women and children, 
these apartments are furnished w ith bed- 
steads and cradles. The cooking is done 
in the basement. 8ome sixty men wo- 
men and children occupied these sleep- 
ing rooms at night. An ox weighing 
580 pounds was slaughtered for 
meals. After a sermon an interesting feet 
washing ceremony took place. AVhcn 
the Bishop finished reading the Bible 
cliapter, w hich described Christ washing 
the feet of disciples, the Dunkards gave a 
very fair imitation of the ceremony. One 
brother kneeled down and washed both 
feet of three or four brothers sitting on a 
bench in a row, while another brother 
and a girl with a towel followed and will- 
ed the feet. The women all of whom 
wore white lace caps, washed each others 
feet in the same way, while an appropri- 
ate hymn was being sung. Loaves of 
bread and dishes containing soup of rice 
and beef had been placet! on the table ; 
all the the members partook of the Lord’s 
Supper. Every set of four brothers and 
every set of four sisters ate soup out ot 
one dish, two sitting on each end of a 
narrow table. The members arose after 
eating and embraced each other fervent- 
ly. The salutation of the holy ki68 follow- 
ed, when each imprinted a kiss on the 
lips of members next to him. The loud 
smacks resounded through the meeting 
house. Communion service, the break- 
ing of unleavened bread and the drinking 
of unfennented grajie wine, were also ob- 
served. The nnleavened bread was in 
strips, some six inches long, two wide, an 
inch thick, and pieces were broken off by 
a brother who broke another piece and 
handed the remainder to the brother 
next to him. The meeting lasted two 
days and finally adjourned.

Service* on Ur mortal Day— Many 
Distinguished Persons 

Were Present. 2 jg 



The beautiful memorial to Garfield, at Cl ere 
land. O.. was dedicated 00 the Sulk, af'er weeks 
of careful preparation. Uany dtstinguisbcd 
men took part in the ecr-mony, and at least 80,- 
boo strangers were in the city for Do d*y. 
President Harrison. General Sherman and Ma- 
jor McKinley were greeted vociferously when- 
ever they appeared, and when the Genera!, at 
the monument declared to the thousands in 
his speech that he was their “afferilonatc 
roclc Btlly- the enthusiasm was almost be- 
wildering The President nude u very m rked 
lmpiesslon ly the earnestness of his miuui'T. 
He talked direct y to the people with closed 
hand and much emphasis. Ex-Governor Coe. 
the orator ol the day. delivered a very strong 
address, which was a trills loo long. Euclid 
avenue lor five miles was richly decorated, 
hardly a house on cither side ot the street be- 
ing bare of Dogs or bunting. Th- procession 
was an hour aud twenty minutes in passing n 
given point, and lortued an Imposing spectacle. 

The air was literally filled with red. white 
and blue bunting, arranged in tasteful designs 
of every conceivabl- shape. 

At on early hour in th- morning the thorough- 
fares leading outruTfer.or street, viaMonumnmal 
park and EucMd avenue, wita its broad roadway 
and great lawns » ere packed with n slowly- 
moving mass of humanity. Four street-car 
lines, with half a thousand care, were unable to 
accommodate the crowds. Every carriage that 
could be hired was brought into repulsion, and 
still thousands walked. The procession was 
net to move until shortly after noon, but only a 
small part of It was to 5 art from down town, 
new divisions forming and joining the line M ev- 
ery Intersecting street in the first three miles of 
the long hve-mhc march to the cemetery. 
Therefore all had a desire to be as near the 
head of the procession ns possible. Still there 
were thousands of men, women and children 
massed in the down-town streets. Hundreds 
of temporary stands had been erected by enter- 
prising speculators and seats on these sold at 
fancy prices to those who had stood for hours In 
the sun. 

When the procession finally moved there 
were at least 141.000 cheering people massed In 
Euclid nrenne. between Monumental Park and 
Lake View, and thousands more awaited at the 
cemetery. Business bad been universally sus- 
pended. and every body who could do so had 
come to sec the grand pageant. With the ex- 
ception of the Garfield funeral In 1<M, there was 
never such a crowd gathered there before. The 
utmost good nature prevailed, and when the 
veterans of Garfield's old regiment (the Forty- 
second Ohio Volunteer Infantry' swunv into 
line to bead the psradr there was vociferous 
cheering. The Grand Army, t'nlon Veterans 
and Sops of Veterans, she followed were also 
applauded, ns were the military companies 
con. |>osln( th* third division. Governor C amp- 
bell and stag followed the mil.tary on horse- 
back. and they were ebeerod ns they rode 
alsng 

But the greatest applause was reserved for 
the honored guests of the day— President Har- 
rison. Vlee-ProslJcnt Morton, members of the 
Cabinet sod other celebrated visitors. The 
presidential party was escorted by the First 
Cleveland Troop of Cavalry and a detachment 
of marines from the United States steamer 
M chlgan. The President rode with ex Presi 
dent Hayes. Hon. Amos Townsend and Hon. 
D. P. Eells. Vice-President Morton 
occupied a cart. age with l.tent. n;.nt- 
Governor Marqnk. Mayor Goo. W Gardner 
and Hon. M. A. Harm. On another carriage 
were Chief Justice Fuller. Gfner.il Jacob D 
Cox. Major Win MeKiuiey, Jr., and Bishop W. 
A. Leonard, of the Episcopal Church. Secre- 
tary Wlndom and Postmaster General W ana- 
maker rode with Es Governor Churl-* Foster 
and Postmaster Armstrong. Ex-Attorney tien- 
ernl Wayne McVey rode with Secretary Rusk, 
Senator Mandcrson and lion L» A Dangler. 

General Sherman and General Schofield 
were in a carriage with Messrs. E. B. Jon s 
aud William Chisholm. Att nrn-y -General Mil- 
ler rode with Judges Spear. Dkkrnan and Wil- 
liams. (4 the Ohio Supreme Court. 

There were thirty tiands In the line, and the 
sir was filled with music Th-re were cheers 
for the galiant Knights Templar with their 
waving white plumes, the Uniformed Knights 
of Pythias with their red plumed metal hel- 
mets. and the gavly uniformed Odd -fellows. 
Cheer after cheer greeted the stately Knights 
of St. John and Father Matthew and the vac- 
on* national societies r -pr s - 11 ting the Ger- 
mans. Bohemians. Purs, Hungarians and 
Scotch were vociferously t pplaudcd. 

It was nearly 8 o'clock wbcu the head of the 
procession passed through the magnificent 
memorial arch at the entrance of Lake View 
and began the march along the winding and 
gently ascending drives leading to the bluff at 
the rear of the c -met-ry on which the memorial 
Is situated. 

The sides of tbe bluff and the plateau at the 
top were quickly packed with people, and a 
crowd of l',»0 asscinlibd o'x nt tlie platform 
from which the speaking was to take place. 
Trtiere were loud ch-ers when the President 
and tbe other distinguished guest* arrived and 
were given (eats. 

Mrs. Garfield and her four sons, James, Bar- 
ry. Abram and Irving, and Mr. and Mrs J. Stan- 
ley Brown (ncc Molllr Gnrficldi. 'iccupfed seats 
on the platform, as did Georgs- Ivcunnn. the 
lecturer, win wn* Mrs. Gatfi-ld'« gocst. Bish- 
op Richard GUtnnur. of the Catholic dioccrc of 
Cleveland, also sat with the distlniruished 
speakers of the ot fusion 

The exercises began at StfSo' clock. Ex Pres- 
ident Hayes. who Is the president of tbe Gar- 
field Memorial Association, presided. 

When Alreru ,. ’ hud been sung by the Me- 
morial Chorus. General li ayes spoke as fol- 
lows:

Market. 

W ith inspectors known to lie watch- 
ing in the slaughter-house of Jacob 
Hess, Chicago, to prevent tbe surrepti- 
tious preservation of themeatof lunipy- 
jaw cattle, tbe forbidden practice wus 
discovered in fell blast — so at least the 
representatives of the hoard of health 
department declare.
